In other words, the 
normally resistant membranes of the nose and throat have 
tho 


power to destroy these, and other kinds of germs, 'before they ac- 
quire a foothold within the deeper tissues. 


Exposure is not the cause of "catching cold." Many people 


get colds while indoors, attending public meetings, and in over- 
heated houses; while the multitudes, often very poorly clad, are out 
in all sorts of weather with impunity, and yet do not take cold. 


A stuffed-up, weeping nose has heretofore been a joke, rather 


than a ..cause for alarm.

Llie head was "to hang one's hat on the bed post and to

whisky and water until you saw two hats." In more recent times 
it was quinine and nauseous teas, with close confinement

overheated living room, where the whole family was obliged
